VOICE OF PONTIFF HEARD 


BY OUTSIDE WORLD 


RESCUED FROM DRIFTING ICE FLOE 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 12. 


(ff)—For 
the first time in 


history the Pope today sent 
his voice to millions through- 
out the world in radio mes- 
sage of peace to mankind. 


Smiling and tranquil as 


though he were a veteran of 
radio broadcasting, he spoke over 
HVJ, the new Vatican City sta- 
tion built for him by Guglielmo 
Marconi and inaugurated in cele- 
bration of the ninth anniversary 
of his coronation as Pope Pius XI. 
Senator Marconi, introducing the 


pontiff, spoke briefly before the ad- 
dress for which men and women 
were listening in far distant cities 
of the world. 
It was 10:52 o'clock (EST) when 


the Pope began speaking. 
No longer a prisoner of the Vati- 


can, this most modern of all popes 
sent 
his living voice to his con- 


gregation of three hundred million 
Catholics and the members of all 
other faiths. 
His was a message of peace and 


union. 
r The second broadcast by Pope 
Pius was not accompanied by the 
whistle which marred parts of the 
first, but there was a slight fad- 
ing at times. 
At 11:50 a. m. the Pope ceased 


to speak. 
For the last few mo- 
ments of the broadcast he had mov- 
ed away from 
the 
microphone 


enough so his voice was indistinct 
at times.

It is the 
theory 
of all 


modern 
governments that 


they protect and foster the 
liberty of the citizens; it is 
the practice of all of them 
to limit the exercise of that 
liberty, and sometimes very 
narrowly. 
This practice is 


denounced by the more ex- 
treme sort of libertarians as 
grossly hypocritical, and not 
infrequently 
they try 
to 


prove, that it is also plainly 
illegal. 
What they over- 


look is the basic fact that 
liberty itself, like happiness, 
is very nebulous, and that 
no one has ever managed 
jto ' draw up a satisfactory 
'definition 
of it. 
Govern- 


ments are 
thus forced to 


deal with it in a sketchy 
and pragmatic manner. 


The reason is not far to 


seek. 
Liberty, if it means 


anything at all, means that 
body of rights which the 
citizen reserves to himself, 
even as against the govern- 
ment. It includes the right 
to do certain things without 
approval of the government, 
and the right to withhold 
the doing of certain other 
things. 
Thus a conflict is 


get up between the rights 
of:the citizen and the pow- 
er . of the government. 


For these reasons both 


citizen 
and 
government 


should handle liberty with 
care. The citizen should re- 
niember that his rights end 
Where another's begin, and 
government should not fall 
|nto the dangerous course 
jof attempting to establish 
customs by force of law, in- 
teteadof permitting the nat- 
ural 'development 
of laws 


from custom. 


The difference 
between 


an anarchist and a libera- 
tor is that one is against all 
law and the other is against 
fhose laws which he believes 
u,n j u s t 
and 
tyrannical.

DIVORCE. 


Disconcerting fig'ires are 


cited in present-day studios 
of divorce in America. But 
the lesson which emerges 
from these inquiries is far 
from cheerless. They really 
leave the life expectancy of 
the family much better than 
they found it. 


It is true .that in 1870 


there was one divorce for 
every 616 married couples 
and that last year there was 
one divorce for every 130 
couples. It is true that no 
signs have as yet appeared 
of a slackening in the di- 
vorce rate. If the increase 
continues for the next 50 
years at the rate of the last 
50 there will be one divorce 
for every 30 married cou- 
ples by 1980. But it will 
not. 
The rate has fallen 


off appreciably 
after 
the 


first sudden and drastic in- 
crease which began about 
the time divorce became re- 
spectable. 


Seven functions of bonds 


serve to hold the family to- 
gether. These ties are ec- 
onomic, religious, protective, 
educational, recreational, sor 
cial status and a/fectional. 
The first six have been 
greatly weakened by the 
advance of science and the 
industrial revolution. 
The 


family is no longer an eco- 
nomic unit; home industries 
are vanishing. 
The religi- 


ous function has been great- 
ly relaxed. 
Protection and 


education are now admin- 
istered by the community. 
Recreation 
has 
virtually 


ceased to be a home-occu- 
pation and has become com- 
mercialized. 
Social' status 


has lost most of its import- 
ance ; social prestige is less 
of the family than the indi- 
vidual. 
Kinship ties 'sit 


lightly today. 


To the extent to which 


the family still holds to- 
gether the credit should go 
to the bond of affection. 
The cement of affection is 
more powerful than all the 
other six factors combined. 


EMERGENCY JOBS. 


Avidly and beneficently 


the federal government has 
jumped into the big job of 
relieving business depres- 
sion and unemployment, ap- 
propriating hundreds of mil- 
lions where millions w.ere 
appropriated 
before 
and 


making 
two -public

In this, state, county 


and municipal governments 
have differed in d e g r e e 
only. 


When the present emer- 


gency passes the nation will

of style, in variety of per- 
suasion, it hardly needs ad- 
dition. 
Not merely goods, 


but villages, 
cities, states 


are "sold"—so put before 
the eye and ear as to be ir- 
resistible. 


Not so 
well developed, 


however, is the art of buy- 
ing.

voice was heard the new radio 
station'of the Vatican was on the 
-air. Promptly at 10:30 came the 
fanfare of trumpets which 
sig- 


• naled over seas and 
mountains 
the holy father's arrival at the 
station.

While he inspected it, from the 
power-room to the automatic send- 
er, radio,listeners stood by through 
out the United States and in oth- 
er tar lands. In New York and 
elsewhere in more than one Cath- 
olic church 
parishoners 
listened 
and waited before receiving sets 
placed beside altars. 
The only-bar to good reception 
was an intermittent 
highpitch 


•whistle. Static was absent and 
there was no fading. 
At 10:41 an announcer from the 
Vatican 
city 
station •-' announced 
that Pope Plus .was about to trans- 
mit^ several more characters,, offi- 
cially/opening the station.- They 
did not, . however, come through 
to American listeners. 
A moment later Marquis Gug- 
lielmo Marconi, radio's great fig- 
ure and donor of the station to 
the Vatican, introduced. first in 
Italian and then in English .his 
holiness the "pope and said. "I pray 
you, holy father, to make your 
voice heard all over the world.' 
After the pope had spoken for 
about ten minutes, the whistle 
grew worse, interfering .frequently 
•with clear audibility, but it died 
away just as he finished speaking 
To listeners the disturbance had 
all the indications of a hetero- 
dyne. 
'The pope concluded his address 
at 11:05 .(E. S; T.) H» had spoken 
for twelve minutes.

Knox, county attorney 
and as- 


sistant county attorney, respect- 
ively. The defense was conducted 
by Julius "Jacobs and Charles T. 
Banister, appointed counsel. 


Mr. Miller received received con- 


gratulations of his friends about 
the courthouse on the conduct of 
his opening criminal case since 
he assumed 
office January 1. 
This is the most severe penalty 


e'ver assessed by a Navarro coun-
